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BOARD MOTION OF JANUARY 10, 1995, SYNOPSIS 8
ANNUAL CLEAN FUELS REPORT

As directed in the Board's motion of January 10, 1995, County departments are to
report the composition of their fleet and progress toward the County's goal of
transitioning to clean fuels.

The following efforts demonstrate the progress made by Public Works over the past
year, which assist in achieving the Board's goal and improving the air quality within the
Los Angeles County. Attached is Public Works’ fleet composition:

e We have a total of 51 hybrid vehicles. During this reporting year, we ordered,
received, and incorporated 7 hybrid sedans into our fleet. The hybrids
replaced older sedans that were powered by unleaded fuel. '

o We have 39 propane-powered sweepers and 19 compressed natural gas
(CNG) vehicles. Currently there are 2 Jetter trucks, 3 aerial trucks, 7 crew cab

trucks, 6 dump trucks, and 1 stakebed. This fiscal year we ordered
3 CNG sweepers.

 We have 11 electric and 24 flex-fuel vehicles. During this reporting period, we
ordered, received, and incorporated 5 electric and 15 flex-fuel vehicles.

¢ We have a total of 20 propane-powered commercial buses.

e We continue to only purchase ultra low sulfur diesel fuel for
on- and off-road applications where alternative fuel vehicles cannot meet our
operational needs due to power of range requirements or availability of fuel
within the operational area.
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o We completed a total of 241 on-road vehicle Diesel Particulate Filter (DPFs)
retrofits and continue to purchase on- and off-road vehicles with DPFs.

This year we ordered 10 off-road vehicles with DPFs to incorporate into our
fleet.

e We are finalizing the CNG upgrade to the Hollydale Automotive Repair Shop,

which will enable us to safely ‘maintain and repair newly acquired
CNG vehicles.
